An  Infant  Welfare  Centre  is  held  monthly 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Assistant 
M.O.H.  for  the  County  and  assisted  by  the 
District  Nurse.

M.O. 

Tuberculosis. — The  T.B.  Physician  for  the 
County  attends  at  the  Town  Hall,  Fishguard, 
i>n  Thursday — once  every  fortnight.  The 
nearest  Flospital  for  treatment  of  the  above 
ii>  at  Sealyham. 

General  Hospital. — County  War  Memorial 
Hospital  at  Flaverfordwest.

The  Bakehouses,  which  total  9 retail  bake- 
houses and  6 butchers  shops  are  up-to-date 
cl  earn  and  satisfactory. 

Slaughter  Houses. — 1 private  and  1 pub- 
lic— the  former  of  modern  construction  and 
licensed  by  the  U.D.C. ; the  latter  less 
modern  and  owned  by  a private  company. 
Both  are  inspected  thrice  weekly  and  kept  in 
modern  condition. 

Disinfection  of  houses  is  carried  out  by, 
fumigation,  and  an  ample  supply  of  disinfec- 
tr.nt  is  available  for  clothing,  etc. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. — The  number  re- 

gi.'-iered,  27 — 21  are  within  the  Urban  area; 
8 of  this  number  sell  milk  from  their  carts 
round  the  town,  and  19  cowkeepers  supply 
neighbours  direct  from  their  dairies.  These 
are  periodically  inspected  and  generally 
found  satisfactory.  The  cattle  are  out  all 
the  year  round;  the  cowsheds  are  used  chiefly 
as  shelter.s  and  for  milking  y urposes. 


Offensive  Trades. — Three  fried  fish  and 
chip  shops,  all  are  inspected  weekly  and  gen- 
erally found  clean. 

House  and  Street  Scavenging. 

The  district  is  systematically  cleansed  and 
scavenged  twice  weekly  by  the  Council’s 
labour.
